MP Gwyn Prosser has blasted the 
county council for its delay in pro¬ 
viding a lorry park to help stop con¬ 
gestion in Dover. 

His criticism comes following the fire in the 
Channel Tunnel which led to Operation Stack 
being implemented on Thursday night and 
over the weekend. 

The Labour MP for Dover and Deal suspects 
that problems with traffic could be ongoing 
and that the north tunnel will remain closed 
for longer than predicted. 

He said: ‘This is a very serious incident and 
still early days. My view is the north tunnel will 
be out of action for longer than people think. 

“The fire in 1996 caused the Tunnel to be out 
of use for two months or more, and this caused 
huge disruption on the roads to Dover.” 

Currently the south tunnel has reopened, 
but the north tunnel, where the fire occurred, 
remains closed. 

During a radio interview, Mr Prosser blasted 
Kent County Council, saying it should 
“pull its finger out” with regards to the 
planned Aldington lorry park, adding that 
Dover is the place that is suffering. 

He told Yourdover: “Until KCC sorts out 
proper off-road stacks, Operation Stack is all 
we’ve got to safely manage traffic to the port.” 

The county council, however, has blamed 
the Government, saying it should have 
provided a lorry park years ago and that 
instead it is having to do it. 

Mr Prosser also spoke about the delays 
expected in Dover over the next few weeks. 

He said: “Ferry companies will do their best 
to absorb as much of the increased passenger 
and freight traffic as possible, but it’s inevitable 
that taking on 20 per cent of the traffic that the 
Tunnel usually covers will cause delays.”

During a press conference, a West 
Midlands Police spokesman said the 
two women, who were aged in their 
twenties, were subjected to a “sus¬ 
tained and violent” attack.

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Rocket man's ready 
for Channel crossing

A DAREDEVIL pilot will 
attempt to fly across the 
Channel next week - with a 
home-made jetpack on his 
back. 

Yves Rossy, 49, a former fighter 
pilot from Switzerland, will attempt 
to fly from Calais to Dover, marking 
the 99 years since Louis Bleriot 
became the first man to cross the 
Channel in an aircraft. 

On Wednesday, September 24, he 
will jump out of a plane above Calais 
at an altitude of 2,400m with three 
parachutes strapped to him. 

He said: “My flight will be a tribute 
to all those who came before me, 
many of whom were killed.” 

Mr Rossy, nicknamed Fusionman, 
has recently completed a test flight 
with an eight-foot carbon-fibre wing 
powered by four engines. 

Following this flight, where he flew 
for more than 22 miles, the equiva¬ 
lent of a cross-Channel trip, he is con¬ 
fident about the task ahead of him. 

He said: “Everything went well. It 
was awesome. 

“It’s my longest flight with this 
wing. If there are no technical prob¬ 
lems it will be okay for the Channel. 
I did the distance. Everything is 
going swimmingly.” 

The test flight in Switzerland saw 
Mr Rossy reach speeds of 180mph as 
he flew to Villeneuve and back to the 
town of Bex, where he released two 
parachutes to enable a safe landing. 

He was able to change direction by 
shifting his weight or turning his 
head and shoulders. 

The stunt next week will be broad¬ 
cast live in 165 countries by the 
National Geographic and will be 
available to view on the station’s 
website www.natgeotv.com.

Rejection of registration 
prompts fears for green 


Look what's 

happening 

at Farleys. 


THE Labour group at County Hall 
has criticised Tories for opposing 
plans to register Aylesham’s Market 
Square as a village green. 

It was discovered that earlier this 
month conservative councillors from 
Dover District Council had met to 
oppose the registration proposals 
over the piece of land. 

Fears from the Labour group and 
Aylesham community are that if the 
square is not registered it could be 
left open for development. 

But during a meeting at Dover 
District Council, conservative leader 
Paul Watkins denied any plans to 
build on the square. 

He said: “There are no plans for 
development. 

“This is not for us to consult on but 


Kent County Council. We’re simply 
responding as a local authority from 
a consultation.” 

But opposition leader Cllr Ben 
Bano is concerned the historical 
piece of land, created from a master- 
plan by Sir Patrick Abercrombie, will 
have no protection from developers if 
left unregistered. 

Historic 

Sir Patrick was arguably the 
founding father of British town plan¬ 
ning and was responsible for the 
post-World War Two re-planning of 
London. 

Cllr Bano said: “I would have hoped 
we would have been able to consult 
shareholders on this first. 

“I know how I stand on it - the 


market square needs to be reserved 
as a green. I don’t know why they 
have to object to it?” 

Cllr Eileen Rowbotham, of KCC’s 
Labour group representing North 
Dover, said: “I support the communi¬ 
ty and parish council in opposing any 
attempt to eat into this green space. 

“It is a key element of the Aber¬ 
crombie plan and has been used for 
80 years as a village green.” 

Cllr Terry Birkett, a former miner 
and Labour county councillor for 
Deal, is also for registering the piece 
of land as a village green. 

He said: “This district council app¬ 
arently wants to preserve its rights 
over the market square. Behind all 
this is a plan to encroach on what is 
and always has been a village green.” 
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Three hunted after 
knife raid on Co-op 

POLICE are appealing for information 
after a robbery at a store in Deal. 

Two men, thought to have being carry¬ 
ing kitchen knives, came into the Co-op 
in Mill Road at about 6.30am on Tuesday 
last week and threatened staff, demand¬ 
ing they open the safe. 

The men took money and scratch cards 
and left the shop before driving off in a 
green or grey car, which looked like a 
Vauxhall Cavalier, and was thought to 
have been driven by a third man. 

The robbers are white. One is aged 
about 22, 5ft 8in, of slight build and has 
short dark hair. He wore a dark tracksuit 
with stripes on the sleeves. 

The second man is 6ft, of stocky build 
and wore grey jogging bottoms and a 
grey striped top, possibly with an Adidas 
logo, and a baseball cap.

Port rates could leave 
firms sinking in debt 


COMPANIES based at the Port of 
Dover could be facing a “financial 
nightmare” under new changes to 
rates bills made by the Government. 

Operators in Hull, including the Dover-based 
P&O Ferries, have been hit with huge costs 
dating back to 2005 and it is expected the same 
could happen at other ports across the country. 

The old system saw rates based on collective 
turnover at the port, but changes will see indi¬ 
vidual companies paying their own separate 
costs. 

And due to the length of time taken by valu¬ 
ation officers to bring plans in, bills have been 
backdated and operators around the company 
face being hit with multi-million-pound costs. 

At Hull, the new system has been applied to 
39 businesses, with P&O Ferries facing a back¬ 
dated bill of £5 million to 2005 plus £2.4 mil¬ 
lion for the current year. 

Smaller operators have also been hit and 
fears are that bankruptcies and redundancies 
could follow. 

The combined annual rates bill under the old

system at Hull was just over £3 million before 
2005, but under the new system the rates 
collectable in 2008, with the backdating, is £20 
million. 

P&O spokesman Brian Rees said that com¬ 
panies were not surprised at the changes, but 
that the prospect of paying backdated bills had 
“stunned” them. 

He said: “Rates have already been paid 
under the old system, so backdating shouldn’t 
arise. 

“Looking ahead, the new bills are so 
detached from commercial reality that there 
can be no doubt they’ll drive some smaller com¬ 
panies to the wall. 

“Unless the Government wants to decimate 
the shipping and logistics sector, it should call 
a halt and reconsider the whole sorry mess.” 

Mr Rees also said that local authorities, which 
collect the rates, are sympathetic to those affect¬ 
ed but cannot put off collection forever. 

Dover and Deal MP Gwyn Prosser, who 


was a chief engineer officer on the ferries 
for 20 years, spoke to Yourdover about his 
concerns. 

He said: “This is a real issue, but it’s still 
early days. 

“The Valuation Office has not visited Dover 
yet, but projections are being made by P&O 
and the rest of the industry based on the Hull 
experience. 

“Smaller operators are more vulnerable if it 
does happen and if they can’t pay the costs 
they could close down. 

“No industry at any time can cope with such 
massive financial costs. 

“I’ve written to the port’s minister, Jim 
Fitzpatrick, explaining my concerns and I’ve 
asked for comments on these predictions. 

“The biggest flaw in this is that this proce¬ 
dure went ahead in Hull without the stake¬ 
holders being consulted. 

“These plans began in 2005 and in my 
opinion the Valuation Office has taken too long 
to implement it and the blame should not be 
placed on operators. 

“A better system should be put in place to 
move from the old rates to the new ones.”

A NEW entertainment area has 
been launched in Deal almost a 
year after the town’s Flicks cinema 
closed. 

Films and live stage shows will be available 
to view at the Interludes Stage and Screen 
Club at St George’s Parish Hall, which opened 
on Friday last week. 

And the people behind the project aren’t 
stopping there - they hope to take over the 
Astor Theatre, too. 

Triggered 

Colin Whittington and Denis Hart, of Deal 
Arts Management Ltd, have big plans for Deal 
and hope they can bring more entertainment 
into the town. 

Mr Whittington said: “The idea was triggered 
by the closure of Flicks last year. 

“Prior to that we had been talking about live

theatre events, so we decided to have film and 
theatre, but we had to find a venue first. 

“At St George’s there’s a stage and a 15ft- 
wide screen and it seats 120 people.” 

Mr Whittington also spoke about plans to 
take over the running of the Astor Theatre fol¬ 
lowing the resignation of its former chairman, 
Jon Johansson. 

He said: “The chief executive of Deal Arts 
Management, James Tillett, has been giving 
presentations to try to acquire the theatre. 

“James ran the Kent Opera Company and 
we’re backed heavily by professionals. 

“It’s been portrayed as a very competitive 
situation, but it’s not.” 

Mr Tillett also has experience working at 
Arts Educational Schools London. 

The launch of Interludes included a screen¬ 


ing of Ruby Blue, starring Bob Hoskins, 
which was partly filmed on Deal Pier and in 
the high street. 

Mr Whittington said: “The film distributors 
approached us and asked if we would screen 
their film on our launch night. 

“It was a sell-out. We’ve had fantastic feed¬ 
back from people about what we’re doing.” 

A membership scheme has also been set up 
so members can be guaranteed a ticket for the 
performances and films being shown. 

Mr Whittington said: “We’ve had some won¬ 
derful letters from people wanting to join. 

“It’s the first time that anyone’s done any¬ 
thing like this in Deal, so everyone’s excited.” 

Interludes will show two films a month on 
Fridays, plus a live performance once a month 
on a Saturday night. 

Admission is £6 on the door, or in advance 
from Sound House, High Street, or by phoning 
01304 375533.

Docked puppies 'suffered' 


TWO women from Dover have been fined for 
illegally docking the tails of seven puppies 
over their garden fence. 

Kim Smissen, 27, of Bindon Blood Road, 
asked her next-door neighbour Hayley 
Greenwood, 22, to dock the tails of her 
one-week old boxer puppies. 

Folkestone magistrates heard how Smis¬ 
sen held the animals over the fence while 
Greenwood put tight elastic bands on their 
tails in October last year. 

The puppies’ tails later fell off. 

A complaint was made to the RSPCA by 
a member of the public, and Inspector 
Charlotte Eyden took the animals to see vet 


Jeremy Stattersfield, who said the puppies 
would have suffered throughout the ordeal. 

The two women admitted illegally remov¬ 
ing the tails and Smissen’s live-in partner 
Stephen Williams, 33, admitted failing to 
stop the pair from doing it.

Pilot out to make light 
work of Channel flight 

FRENCH amateur pilot Stephane Rousson, 
who failed in his attempts to cross 
the Channel in a pedal-powered airship in 
June, is returning to Shepway for another 
attempt at the record. 

Rousson arrives at Lydd airport on Friday, 
September 19, to begin two days of prepara¬ 
tions for the attempt in his helium-filled 
machine. 

He is set to take off from the beach at Hythe 
and, if successful, it would be the first human- 
powered airship crossing of the Channel. 

The 39-year-old will travel just 100ft 
above the water in Zeppy, which is slightly 
heavier than air and has two tilting pro¬ 
pellers powered from a seat.

Perhaps town's reputation could be enhanced by more positive residents... 

Stop whingeing and start to 
celebrate our new hospital 


WITH Dover about to receive a 
new multi-million-pound communi¬ 
ty hospital, I find it hard to believe 
there are still people complaining 
that the town ‘deserves better’. 

A polyclinic, health centre, community hospi¬ 
tal, whatever you want to call it (and let’s be hon¬ 
est, this in itself has caused ructions), surely peo¬ 
ple can see the NHS is trying to do what’s best. 

There is no way it can justify putting a gen¬ 
eral hospital in a town with a population of 
under 30,000 when Folkestone, next door, has 
almost 54,000 people and no district hospital. 

If Dover was to get one, everyone would 
want one, and next thing you know we’d be 
overrun with empty hospitals and doctors 
with nothing to do. 

Would Sandwich and Deal start campaigning 
to have a hospital closer to them, too? After all, 
Deal has a bigger population than Dover, so 
shouldn’t the NHS be prioritising there instead? 

A full range of services has been promised at 
the new facility, but without in-patient beds. 


Fair enough, a hospital without beds seems 
a little ridiculous, and I can understand the 
complaints, but as stated by the health author¬ 
ities countless times, this is not going to be a 
centre with acute services. 

Some £20 million is being pumped into the 
project, so at least let them walk before they can 
run - maybe once it’s up and running, expan¬ 
sion will take place and beds can be considered. 

The latest complaint in the community hos¬ 
pital saga is the proposed site for its location. 

County councillors have backed plans to 
have it built in Maison Dieu car park next to 
the health centre. Yet again - and oh so pre¬ 
dictably - this has sparked criticism from, yet 
again, some people in Dover. 

Their arguments range from an inability to 
expand the site, car-parking problems and con¬ 
gestion - and this of course somehow leads us 
back to “Dover should have a general hospital”. 

At some point reality must prevail and peo¬ 
ple should focus on the fact millions of pounds 
is being invested in the town’s health service. 

The preferred location from some of the more 
vociferous residents is a site in Whitfield, but 


this would cost significantly more to build and 
50 per cent of the town’s population would have 
to travel by car or public transport to get there. 

A major plank of the general hospital cam¬ 
paign is a petition boasting 28,000 signatures 
which was taken to Downing Street and pre¬ 
sented to officials. 

Although this proves people are backing the 
movement, surely anyone, if asked, would say 
yes to a hospital in their town. 

And if people in developing countries around 
the world were offered a £20 milli on community 
hospital, I’m pretty sure they would say yes, too. 

We can’t always get what we want and 
although I admire the work that has gone into 
petitioning for a general hospital, Dover is by 
no means going without. 

I often wonder where the town gets its drab 
reputation from and I’m starting to think it’s 
not from rundown buildings and a lack of shops, 
but from some of its whingeing residents.

JILL 
TIPPING 

The entrepreneur 
from Dover and 
wife of a dyslexic 
author talks about 
her businesses and 
supporting her 
husband in his work 

Who or what brought you to Dover? 

As an east Kent girl, I have spent the past 22 years 
living in the lovely village of Shepherdswell. 

Can you tell us a little bit about what you do? 

I suppose you would call me an entrepreneur. My variety 
of ventures includes a publishing house (Kavanagh 
Tipping) and a sports promotion company (Xposure Ltd). 

I also own a consultancy through which I offer advice 
to small businesses, as well as delivering motivational 
and inspirational presentations and workshops to people 
of all ages from all backgrounds. 

Your husband John has written a book despite 
suffering from severe dyslexia. How are you feeling 
about this and his other achievements? 

We have just published his biography, Go Play In The 
Sand, John. My husband is an amazing person and this 
book maps his life from depression and frustration 
through to his 'awakening' five years ago when he 
turned his life around and started to see things 
differently. 

He has been honest and open throughout the book 
and now proudly announces that he no longer has any 
skeletons in the cupboard. He is profoundly dyslexic but 
still runs two businesses himself, with a bit of help from 
yours truly. 

John wants to be an ambassador for dyslexics 
everywhere, giving them a voice and helping people to 
understand what it is like to live with this disability. He 
has a blog at www.dyslexic-entrepreneur.com. 

John has also featured in the Channel Four 
documentary Can't Read Can't Write. What was it 
like seeing him in this? 

He did six months of filming last year for the series and 
we seemed to be forever having a film crew in our house. 



Eurostar gives out 
with one hand but 
takes with another 

Eurostar intends to restore, from 
December, one direct train each 
way between Ashford and 
Brussels most days of the week. 

I will happily drive my husband 
to the station for 6am to catch it. 
However, there are no trains early 
enough to make the connection 
for passengers from Canterbury, 
Maidstone or Hastings 

Nor will the 6.27am stop at Lille. 

The EuroDisney train is also 
moving one hour later, so Ashford 
passengers hoping for Lille 
connections to the Continent will 
miss most of them. 

Tour companies will therefore 
be forced to continue to use 
Ebbsfleet. 

On Saturday, the train will 
depart Ashford at 8.28am, but 
there will be no return until 5pm 
on a Sunday. Thus a day trip to 
Brussels will be impossible at the 
weekend. 

Furthermore, from December, 
the 8.59am from Brussels will no 
longer stop at Lille. 

This currently connects with 
the 10.09am Lille-London 
service, which stops at Ashford, 
the only train which permits 
travellers from Brussels or Lille 
to reach Ashford in the morning. 
There is no possibility of a day 
trip to Ashford. 

Business people will be forced 
to stay longer than two nights, 
which in the present economic 
climate will be increasingly 
difficult. Thus we are also losing 
another valuable service and 
people who live in Europe gain 
nothing. 

I am delighted that passenger 
numbers and revenue are up 



overall. As a Scot, I am overjoyed 
that there are encouraging offers 
for those who live farther afield 
than the home counties. 

However, I am appalled that 
the company should continue to 
downgrade Ashford to promote a 
station which cannot even be 
accessed by train. 

Eurostar never said Ashford 
was making a loss. It simply took 
all four of our direct Brussels 
services and most of the Paris 
ones in order to promote 
Ebbsfleet. 

Eurostar was quoted recently 
in Modem Railways as saying 
that Ebbsfleet station is “hilly 
meeting expectations”. Why then 
have I been told that one-third of 
the security staff were made 
redundant from this month? 

Last year, Eurostar claimed 
that up to two-thirds of Ashford’s 
passengers would move to 
Ebbsfleet. That would mean that 
at least 250,000 former Ashford 
passengers should have used it 
since November last year. 

I would contest that. Passenger 
observations still say that 
Ashford entrains more 
passengers on its four trains per 
day than Ebbsfleet on its 12. 

Furthermore, has the massive 
TV advertising campaign, two- 
for-the-price-of-one offers, free 
drive-in movies in the car park 
over the bank holiday and 
sponsorship of a local football 
team been to no avail? 

Last year at the EU, Bob 
Holden of LCR insisted that 


Eurostar’s remit had nothing to 
do with regeneration when we 
pointed out that it had a vital 
role to play in Ashford. 

In a railway publication in 
September last year he boasted 
that Eurostar woud bring 
£10 billion of regeneration to 
Ebbsfleet, where I have been told 
building work has ceased. 

The following questions have 
been asked recently: 

DISPOSAL OF LCR AND 
LCSP ASSETS - What is the 
public interest? 

I think the question needs to be 
asked. What is the Government 
receiving from the profits from 
development of the landholdings 
and property interests that are 
vested in London and 
Continental Stations and 
Property (LCSP)? 

What is the public entitled to 
expect in the way of ownership 
and income from these 
developments in the long term? 
The developments are taking 
place at such sites as Ebbsfleet, 
Stratford and St Pancras. 
EUROSTAR SERVICE 
DECISIONS - Is there a case 
for Government intervention? 

The other more locally 
significant question: is Eurostar 
an independent business 
operating in its own best 
interests? Or are the property 
interests of its parent company 
influencing it to make operational 
decisions that benefit the parent 
(LCR and LCSP) and are not in 
the best long-term interests of 


Eurostar or its passengers? 

The Minister for Transport 
has given as a reason for not 
intervening over the transfer of 
European services from Ashford 
to Ebbsfleet that such matters 
are commercial decisions for 
Eurostar. 

If LCR is manipulating 
Eurostar to act uncommercially, 
is there not a case for 
intervention? 

My great fear is that when the 
Hitachi comes into service, we 
will be forced to go up to 
Ebbsfleet to access our Eurostar. 

This is a nonsense. People 
should be encouraged to come 
down contra peak flow to Ashford 
to do just that. Then at least we 
would all be going in the 
intended direction of travel.

Store's car park 
charge a fee too far

parking charges at Sainsbury’s 
car park in Deal from 
September 30.

Life is sweet 
in the nave 


Dramatic setting for new Festival play 


A HISTORIC event in the¬ 
atre will be taking place at 
Canterbury Cathedral’s 
Nave next week with the 
staging of a new play, Dallas 
Sweetman. 

The play will make its world pre¬ 
miere in the stunning setting, the 
result of a unique collaboration and a 
desire to revive a cherished old tradi¬ 
tion. Canterbury Cathedral and 
Canterbury Festival commissioned 
the piece with London-based theatre 
company Paines Plough, resulting in 
this new play by acclaimed Irish 
writer Sebastian Barry 

Back in the late 1920s the Friends 
of the Cathedral started the 
Canterbury Festival to host an annu¬ 
al series of plays by leading play¬ 
wrights of the time. TS Eliot’s famous 
Murder in the Cathedral was pre¬ 
miered in the Chapter House in 1935 
and remains the benchmark for 
these productions. It is hoped that 
the new play for 2008 will breathe 
new life into that tradition, while 
making its own mark on 21st centu¬ 
ry theatre. 


The process began when the Dean 
& Chapter approached the organis¬ 
ers of Canterbury Festival with the 
idea to produce a new play in 2006. 
After a lot of research a partnership 
was formed with Paines Plough, a 
theatre company specialising in the 
commissioning and development of 
new writing. With the company on 
board, the hunt was on to find some¬ 
one who could write a very special 
play. Organisers were looking for a 
story that could have relevance to the 
cathedral setting but also captivate a 
contemporary audience. 

Relation 

Drawing on his own ancestry for 
inspiration, Sebastian Barry has cre¬ 
ated a tale about love and death, des¬ 
olation, jealousy and miraculous 
events. Dallas Sweetman is based on 
a distant relation of Barry’s and sees 
the titular character arriving at 
Canterbury Cathedral on a pilgrim¬ 
age in the early 1600s. In a time 
when Catholicism and Protestantism 
divided loyalties, Dallas pours out his 
tale to the audience - his judges’ - in 
the hope of justifying his actions. But 
can his story of pirates, kidnap and 


drama be believed and can he be for¬ 
given? 

Since writing the play, Barry has 
been short-listed for the prestigious 
Man Booker Prize for Fiction for his 
latest novel The Secret Scripture. 

A series of special talks will allow 
audience members to gain a fascinat¬ 
ing insight into how the production 
has been created. There will be a 
chance to hear Barry talk about his 
work, as well as the director, cast, 
music composer and designers. The 
talks are free for ticket holders and 
will mostly be held in The 
International Study Centre in the 
Cathedral Precincts. Full details are 
at www.canterburyfestival.co.uk.

SETH Rogen is slowly 
but surely conquering 
Hollywood - with a little 
help from his friends. 

The stand-up comedian turned 
movie star had his first lead role 
in last year’s Knocked Up, written 
and directed by his mentor, Judd 
Apatow. 

He followed that with his own 
film, Superbad, co-written with 
schoolmate Evan Goldberg.

“Our group of friends back home 
was really callous, then I moved to 
LA and became friends with all 
these actors and all they want to 
talk about is how they feel and 
how hurt they are emotionally.

Bringing those fjords into focus 



HIGH AND MIGHTY: There's no shortage of spectacular scenery on offer in Norway

THREADING our way through 
dozens of islands off the west coast 
of Norway it was difficult to believe 
we were on a ferry from England 
and not some luxurious 
Scandinavian cruise. 

On the DFDS route from Newcastle to 
Bergen, the voyage is very much a part of the 
holiday. Norway is known for its outstanding 
scenery - and high prices. But once visited, it 
draws you back again and again. 

With that in mind, and for our fourth visit in 
30 years, we booked a contrasting two-centre 
holiday, sampling first a wood cabin high in 
the mountains and then a city centre hotel in 
Bergen. 

Sailing on the Queen of Scandinavia, the 26- 
hour journey went almost too quickly thanks 
to a comfy cabin, a good choice of restaurants 
and bars, entertainment and films. 

We arrived at Bergen - Norway’s second 
largest city with a population of just 242,000 
and gateway to the fjords - feeling relaxed. 

On an excellent road, we plunged into tunnel 
after tunnel, hewn through rough rock, and as 
we climbed higher into the mountains, we 
passed raging rivers and dozens of waterfalls, 
with white and red-coloured cabins clustered 
around lakes large and small. 

After collecting our keys and bedding, we 
turned into a gated private road to reach at 
our cabin, high in the Kvamskogen mountains 
- an area popular with skiers in winter and 


walkers in summer. The cabin had every mod¬ 
em comfort, including satellite TV, DVD play¬ 
er and underfloor heating. The huge outside 
deck commanded dramatic views of the sur¬ 
rounding summits - some snow-capped even 
in August - and a large lake below. The peace 
and quiet, broken only by the occasional tin¬ 
kling of bells on wandering sheep, was intense. 

The nearest town, Norheimsund, had good 
supermarkets, and yes, we found almost 
everything much more expensive than in 
England. 

After a week in the mountains it was time 
for the bustle of city life in Bergen. Staying at 
the comfortable Thon Hotel Rosenkrantz, on 
the historic Bryggen waterfront, we were ide¬ 


ally placed to explore its charms. We took a 
harbour cmise and were able to walk to many 
of the city’s attractions, such as the aquarium 
and art galleries. 

A cable car to the peak of Mount Ulriken - 
at 642 metres the highest of the seven moun¬ 
tains surrounding the city - offers views out to 
sea and inland. But on the day we went up, 
mist and cloud obscured most of the horizon. 

We had better luck with the Floibanen, a 
funicular railway which takes you from the 
heart of the city to the top of the 320-metre 
Mount Floyen, where viewing platforms give 
expansive views. 

All too soon our holiday was over, but we still 
had the return journey to look forward to.

Nationwide is 
merging with 
smaller rivals 

NATIONWIDE Building Society, which 
has branches across the county, is to 
merge with the Derbyshire and 
Cheshire Building Societies. 

The UK’s largest building society will 
acquire its two rivals through separate 
transactions, in a move it says it has 
undertaken to ensure the viability of the 
mutual sector in the UK 

The decisions were described by 
Nationwide as “prudent and pre-emp¬ 
tive”, following the identification of 
“financial issues” faced by the smaller 
societies. 

Smaller societies have come under 
pressure in recent months to consolidate 
positions, as the liquidity crisis reduces 
the availability of wholesale finance. 

The move is in the “best interests” of 
the savers and borrowers of both small¬ 
er societies, said Graham Beale, 
Nationwide’s chief executive. 

“The core member businesses of both 
societies are in good shape and have a 
better future as part of a larger organi¬ 
sation,” he said. 

Landlords can tailor 
interiors to tenants 

THE Residential Landlords’ Association 
is advising buy-to-let investors to check 
the interiors of their properties in order 
to ensure they can get the best deal 
when it comes to tenants. 

RLA director Alan Ward says thought 
should be given to interiors to ensure the 
decor and fittings appeal to the kind of 
person the landlord is seeking to attract. 

Furnished apartments are usually 
best for students or young singles, while 
couples and those looking for long-term 
leases are more likely to wish to put 
their own stamp on homes. 

Young professionals sharing a house 
may be looking for two bathrooms. 

The local market should also be 
researched before deciding whether to 
let a property fully or partly furnished. 

A well presented property is easier to 
let and more likely to give a choice of ten¬ 
ants. It is important to research the cho¬ 
sen tenant group and review whether a 
property will meet expectations. 

Landlords need to be increasingly 
aware about marketing, according to 
RICS, because instructions for lettings 
are on the rise. 


MORTGAGE buyers have received 
a boost with lenders setting off a 
rate war to attract the best cus¬ 
tomers. 

Of the 12 leading lenders, nine have now cut 
their headline interest rates on two and three- 
year fixed-rate deals in the last two weeks 
alone, according to research from 
MoneySupermarket.com. 

Halifax - the UK’s largest mortgage lender - 
led the way with cuts of 0.95 per cent, bringing 
the cost of the cheapest two-year deal down to 
4.89 per cent.

However, the deal comes with a maximum 
loan-to-value (LTV) ratio of 25 per cent and a 
fee of 2.5 per cent. 

Lloyds TSB is also offering a rate below five 
per cent. Following cuts of 0.5 per cent over the 
last two weeks, the bank now has a deal at 
4.99 per cent, with a similar LTV and fee 
structure to Halifax. 

Cuts of 0.2 and 0.25 per cent respectively 
have seen Britannia and Abbey take rates on 
a two-year fixed-rate deal to 5.44 and 5.54 per 
cent. However, Abbey has a maximum LTV of 


70 per cent on the cheapest deals. “We are in 
the midst of a mortgage crisis, yet three-quar¬ 
ters of the nation’s biggest lenders have 
recently slashed rates on deals,” said Louise 
Cuming, head of mortgages at Money 
Supermarket.com. 

“For such a significant proportion of mort¬ 
gage providers to drop their rates underlines 
an industry-wide recognition that rates were 
too high. 

“This is good for borrowers who can take 
heart in some positive news - a rarity during 
the credit crisis. 

“I am also pleased see lenders making a real 
effort to make borrowing more affordable.”

Buyers keen to Czech 
out new Skoda Superb 


SKODA aims to put ‘Superb’ back into 
its reputation. The Czech marque made 
its name and the original Superb models 
before World War Two, as pre-commu¬ 
nist Czechoslovakia’s equivalent of 
Rolls-Royce. 

Guests at Skoda dealers’ new Superb 
launch nights this week will find out 
whether such quality and style is back. 

The new car (from £15,490) will be 
ridiculously cheap like its immediate 
predecessor though, for an executive 
class model. 

As usual, Skoda’s spec levels will be 
embarrassingly generous too. 



Peugeot's new surfers' 
option on the Tepee 

PEUGEOT has followed up the success¬ 
ful Partner Combi family holdall. 

The Partner Tepee is based on the 
Peugeot 308 car rather than a van 
though. Costing from £11,215, it seats 
up to five, has sliding rear side 
doors and majors on storage, removable 
seating and versatility - there is even an 
optional internal roof rack designed to 
take surfboards. 

An alternative Zenith multi-purpose 
roof option adds 80 litres of extra storage 
beneath the high roof plus four large 
glazed panels for extra cabin airiness. 



Proton launch dual fuel 
saver challenge on Ford 

PROTON has launched a ‘same price’ 
dual fuel’ 1.6-litre GEN-2 Ford Focus 
challenger. The ‘ecoLogic’ GEN-2 beats 
the credit crunch and high road tax and 
fuel costs by automatically switching 
from its petrol tank to run largely on cut- 
price LPG (liquefied petroleum gas). 

LPG currently costs 58p/litre, but an 
aftermarket conversion costs £1,500- 
£2,000; the factory-fitted installation on 
the ecoLogic GEN-2 is available for 
£10,995 in hatchback or £10,795 in 
saloon form.

Commute for free with 
BMW's green machine 


SOME car makers trumpet 
hybrids, others spout the contro¬ 
versial eco-merits of bio-power. 

There is also hydrogen, but that is a way off 
yet. 

Then there’s ‘a nip here, a tuck there’, an 
approach that has landed many awards for 
the BMW 118d and the German marque’s 
‘EfficientDynamics’ technology fitted to most 
of its cars. 

The BMW package uses energy otherwise 
lost in braking to recharge the battery, mostly 
sidelining the engine-sapping alternator. 

Emissions and demands on power and fuel 
are also reduced by electric power steering and 
‘Start-Stop’; the engine stops when the car sits 
in neutral and restarts when the clutch is 
depressed. 

Furthermore, a gearshift change indicator 
encourages economical motoring. 

All of which enables the three/five-door 118d to 
record 62.8mpg on the combined cycle with C02 
emissions of just 119g/km, putting it into road 
tax band-B (£35/year) and London Congestion 
Charge exempt under proposed revisions.

could actually take out a three-year PCP 
(Personal Contract Purchase plan) on a 118d 
and run it for free from congestion charge and 
fuel savings. 

We borrowed one from Broad Oak BMW of 
Ashford and Canterbury, which confirms a 
hefty take-up for the greener 1-Series. An all- 
white paint job made it hard to dish the dirt on 
our eco-paragon, three-door hatch sample, 
other than to remind myself that I still don’t 
like the styling. However, the car feels well 
constructed and, of course, handles beautifully 
in the ‘BeeEm’ tradition thanks to its front 
engine/rear drive balance. 

Liberated by EfficientDynamics, the 2.0-litre 
engine - the nomenclature suggests 1.8, but it 
is actually l,995cc - has punch if you want to 
drive it hard. That electric steering is also pre¬ 
cise with good feedback, unlike some. 

On the other hand, the engine and smooth 
six-speed ‘box allow quiet and frugal cruising. 

The rear is not the most spacious and access 
could be better, even in the five-door. Run-flat 
tyres also dictate an unforgiving ride, though 
losing the spare saves weight and returns 
space lost to the car’s rear transmission.

THE Health and Safety Executive (HSE) is 
urging companies to provide full safety 
equipment to employees working at height, 
following the prosecution of a Hampshire 
company last week.

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ADD to the pressures 
of modern office life 


■ BYTONYPATEY 


ITS spreading from the blackboard jun¬ 
gle to the e-mail jungle - Attention 
Deficit Disorder (ADD) has migrated 
from the classroom to the office. 

Office workers may not have heard of it but, accord¬ 
ing to Officebroker.com, which claims to work with 98 
per cent of the UK’s serviced office space providers and 
landlords, it’s “one of the most alarming threats to pro¬ 
ductivity modem businesses face”. 

And it warns Kent firms it could well be here to stay, 
so has joined forces with leading stress consultant Ros 
Coleman to investigate if office ADD is unavoidable or 
if it can be sorted out by taking correct measures. 

Office ADD was coined last year by American psychi¬ 
atrist Dr Ned Hallowell, who noticed office workers 
with ADD symptoms - it’s a neuro-behavioural condi¬ 
tion, well known to teachers, which usually develops in 
childhood and is prevalent in one to three per cent of 
the world’s population. 

Symptoms include a poor eye for detail, forgetful¬ 
ness, short attention span, listening problems, an 
inability to follow simple instmctions, poor organisa¬ 
tional skills, avoidance of tasks involving mental effort 
and the loss of important information. 

Breaking point 

Officebroker.com managing director Jim Venables 
said: “Everyone has a breaking point when put under 
a lot of stress. When this point is crossed we break 
down and our attention diminishes. 

“The good news is that there are measures business¬ 
es can take to help employees regain control of their 
lives and manage their workloads.” 

Ms Coleman, a member and former vice-chairwoman 
of the International Stress Management Association 
(UK), said: “Office ADD appearing more prevalent 
today could be because of the incredible advances in 
technology we have had to adapt to. 

“On the up side, it is fantastic that we now have 
access to virtually any information immediately. On 
the down side, employers expect information immedi¬ 
ately, often to unrealistic deadlines. 

“As the pressure increases, the effect it is having on 
individuals is taking its toll. In the UK, one in six peo¬ 
ple report their jobs to be either very or extremely 
stressful and work-related stress accounts for one- 
third of all new incidents of ill-health. 



“This includes mild to severe mental 
and physical health problems, emotional 
exhaustion and burnout. 

“This cause-and-effect situation is what 
psychiatrists in the United States are now 
labelling Office ADD. Governments and 
employers should be taking it very seri¬ 
ously.” 

She advises office staff to: prioritise 
daily workloads; set aside time to go 
through e-mails each day; respond to new 
e-mails immediately; if your body is telling 
to stop don’t ignore it; take regular breaks, 


leave your desk and drink plenty of fluids, 
and most important of all, communicate 
with your boss and with your colleagues. 

Mr Venables added: “Communication is 
the key to overcoming this problem. It is 
important for organisations to look for 
symptoms of Office ADD among their 
employees. 

“At least if you know the problem you 
can offer to help. We are all human and 
there should be no shame for individuals 
to admit they are struggling. A chain is 
only as strong as its weakest link.”
